A Wilmington man was arrested 
Monday night at the scene of a 
double shooting at 6 Kelley Rd. The 
arrest was made at gunpoint by Sgt. 
James Rooney and Officer David 
McCue. 

Arrested was Louis Gauthier, 52, 
living at 6 Kelley Rd., Wilmington. 
Wounded in the incident was 
Robert Cleary, 35 of 51 Salisbury 
Street, Winchester. He was hit in 
the left side by one bullet and was 
transported by Wilmington Fire 
Department ambulance to Choate 
Hospital where he was admitted to 
surgery. 

Also wounded was Allison White, 
23 of 6 Kelley Road who was shot 
in the shoulder. She was also taken 
to Choate Hospital from where she 
was transferred to Mass. General 
At this time both victims are stable 
according to hospital authorities. 

The shooting erupted shortly 
after 6 p.m. as a result of some 
domestic problems as far’as police 


can tell at this time. 

Gauthier was charged with assault 
and battery by means of a 
dangerous weapon (a revolver), 
two counts; assault with a 
dangerous weapon, one count; 
three charges of assault with intent 
to murder and unlicensed carrying 
of a firearm. 

The incident took place at the 
home of Sybil Dalton, the mother 
of Allison White. Officers also 
report Gauthier shot at Mrs. Dalton 
but missed. 

Assisting at the investigation were 
Chief Stewart, Lt. LaRivee, Det. 
Sgt. Shephard and Insp. Jepson, 
Deputy Chief Nally, Sgt. Gable, 
and investigators for the Middlesex 
D.A.'s office. 

Tuesday morning Judge Francis 
Cullen placed a $100,000 bail on 
Gauthier or $10,000 in cash 
pending further court appearances, 
The case was continued to May 1 


Rezoning article 
to be withdrawn 


A hotly-contested rezoning 
article will be withdrawn on the 
floor of town meeting Saturday 
Attorney Joseph Shanahan, repre- 
senting Lester Chisholm, told the 
Wilmington Planning Board’ on 
Tuesday night that Article 28 
would be withdrawn. The article 
was to rezone the Chisholm mink 
farm from R60 to R20. 

According to planning 
coordinator Sandra Murphy, 
Shanahan said his client will go 
before the board at a later date with 
a preliminary plan for an R60 sub- 
division, 

According to Murphy, Shanahan 
explained that Chisholm felt the 
issue was now one of pride and 
integrity and that was worth more 
to him than the feelings of 
"animosity" aroused in the past 
weeks. Shanahan further stressed 
that no purchase or sales agreement 
had been signed with any developer 


The town meeting, which is set 
for 1:30 p.m. at the Aleppo Temple 
(Shriners' Auditorium) on 
Fordham Road, will open with a 
continued article from a special 
town meeting held in December. 
That article sought to take the old 
Roberts estate land by eminent 
domain. A subdivision of 56 homes 
is proposed for that land. In the 
December special town meeting, 
voters approved the rezoning of 
that land from R20 to R60, a move 
which will probably have no effect 
Developer James DeCarolis has an 
approved definitive plan for houses 
‘on R20 lots. 

Once the continued special town 
meeting is out of the way, the 
annual town meeting will begin, 
with the budget among the first 
items of business,

All 
incumbents save one were returned 
to office. Turnout was light, with 
only 2299 voters at the polls, plus 
103 absentee balllots. 

In the one upset of the day, John 
Gillis soundly defeated incumbent 
Larry Juergens for a seat on the 
Shawsheen Valley Regional 
Vocational School Commitee. The 
vote was 1525 for Gillis, to 630 for 
Juergens. 

Robert Doucette topped the 
selectmen's race with 1666 votes 
Dan Ballou also retained his seat, 
drawing 1469 votes. Challengers 
David Fitzgerald and Arthur Ryder 
had 827 votes and 292 votes,

Reading Light calls report ‘seriously flawed’ 


Statement issued by Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. 


Recently the Reading Municipal 
Light Department (RMLD) 
received a copy of a progress 
report relative to the evaluation of 
the Town of Wilmington's options 
for electric service other than 
Reading Municipal Light. 

While it is not the intent of the 
RMLD to become involved in the 
Town of Wilmington’s business, 
since the report is so seriously 
flawed, we feel that we are 
obligated to make some comments 


relative to the errors and 
miscalculations. 
The cost of buying the 


Wilmington section of the total 
RMLD Plant is grossly understated, 
the purchase price using unusual 
standards would be at least 
$15,000,000. In addition to that 
amount, Wilmington's cost of 
developing a 115 KV 
interconnection would be at least 
$5,000,000. and in order to serve 
the Wilmington section from that 
connection, there would be an 
additional cost of an estimated 
$4,000,000. To these amounts the

‘Town of Wilmington would have to 
develop a servicing department 
(i.e, maintenance, meter work, 
billing, etc.) An inventory of at 
least $500,000. would have to be 
maintained. 

Reading's 1985 cost of purchased 
power is stated as being 7.6 cents 
per KWH, it was actually 6.12 
cents. It was actually 7.9 cents and 
11.3 percent error, 

The report assumes that you can 
serve the Wilmington load of 
60,000 KW with a 60,000 KW 
generating plant. Generating plants 
requires reserves and allowances 
for growth which were not 
included. The report is inconsistant 
as to the cost of such a plant. We 
also question whether Wilmington 
would want to use its vital water 
supply to provide the considerable 
amount of water needed to operate 

a combined cycle generating plant. 

No consideration is given the 
severance costs of Reading, the 
considerable rebuilding of the 
existing distribution system in 
Wilmington after being cut off 
from its present sources to make it 
into a viable distribution system,

No consideration is given to 
Wilmington having to assume the 
power contracts that Reading has 
entered into a supply the rapidly 
expanding load in Wilmington. 

No consideration is given to the 
payment of the tremendous debt 
that Wilmington will have to 
assume in order to purchase and 
construct its own system. 

No consideration is given to the 
accumulation of working capitol 
and reserves for the kinds of 
contingencies that utilities 
experience. 


The report understates fuel cost 
as it does not include energy 
purchases from others when the 
generating plant is our of service 
for repairs or due to an 
unscheduled outage 

At the present time RMLD 
residential rates are among the 
lowest in the Commonwealth, For 
example, our customer's bill for 
500 KWH in February was $31.64 
Massachusetts Electric charged 


$43.10 and Boston Edison charged 
$46.69. In March our bill increased 
to $35.19. Our commercial and 
industrial rates are well within 
those private utilities. 

The report projections of 
Reading's Purchased Power costs 
are completely erroneous. There 
will be but one more rate increase 
impact attributable to Seabrook and 
it will be moderate. 

Our conclusion is that the report 
does not truthfully produce an 
opportunity for any meritorious 
consideration.

Sewer plans filed 
for Burlington Ave. 


Plans have been filed with the 
Wilmington Planning Board, and 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners for Charles Place, 
so-called, a real estate development 
behind the Roberts house, on 
Burlington Avenue in Wilmington. 
‘The “definitive” plan was filed on 
April 1 

The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners examined 
the plan for sewer proposals on 
April 17 and have several proposals 
to make on their part. 

A 12 inch sewer main is proposed 
to be installed on Burlington 
Avenue, from Floradale Avenue to 

oint westerly of Mill Brook, 
which brook flows near the 
Deming Way housing project. A lot 
of deep cuts will be made, 
according to the proposal. At the 
point where the sewer would pass 
Harris Street, it would be 25 feet 
below the street level 

The water and sewer com- 
missioners feel that a 12 inch sewer 
will not suffice, They are sending 
the proposal to their planning 
engineer, and believe he too will 
feel that a larger sewer main will be 
needed. 

The plan shows an eight inch 
main from Burlington Avenue into 
the proposed housing project, to go 
“across country,” behind the 
Michel home, by an easement. The 
sewer would join with Princess 
Diane Drive, in back of the Michel 
homg- and connect with other 


State planning 
new interchange 
at Route 125/93 


The Ballardvale Street - Route 
125 - Route 93 interchange is being 
slated for improvement, in a 
program that will probably take 10 
years to complete. 

‘Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
told the directors of the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce about 
the progress to date, Tuesday noon 
He and some selectmen had had a 
meeting with the state DPW 
Commissioner, Tierney, last 
winter. Present for the discussion 
were Senator Buell, Rep. Miceli 
and some Andover officials 

There will be some complexities, 
in the new interchange, he said, At 
the present time there are 10,000 
cars a day at the interchange. This 
number is expected to double by 
1990, 

State designers are proposing a 
bridge which would go over 
Ballardvale Street, at Route 125, 
and would also go over some of the 
Corey property, southward 
Ballardvale Street would have 
"forks" to enable autos to go onto 
and off the street from 125. There 
would be only right hand turns 

At today's costs, an estimate said 
the new interchange would cost $14 
million. The costs of the 
environmental study, which must 
be first accomplished, are estimated 
at $500,000. The study would take 
two years. 

The locality (Wilmington and 
Andover) is supposed to pay 40 
percent of the environmental costs, 
and part of the talk by Stapezynski 
was to see about contributions to 
the expense. He said that he 
understood that Andover was 
willing to contribute to the cost. 

Stapzcynzki assured his listeners 
that he would not have such a study 
continue, unless he could "see 
something coming out of it.” 
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mains, all to be eight inch. 

The commissioners feel that the 
sewer main should not be on an 
easement, but should connect with 
the Burlington Avenue sewer via 
Princess Diane Drive.

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A look at Wilmington's town meeting articles 


Next Saturday will be the opportunity for every voter of 
Wilmington to put on his or her fez, and go to Aleppo Temple, on 
Fordham Road for the annual town meeting. It starts at 1:30 p.m. 

Aleppo Temple is at the end of Fordham Road, which is off 
Concord Street, at the North Reading line. The town meeting is 
being held there because of the construction at the high school. 

The Shriners, who will be hosts for the town meetihg are the 
good guys who take care of children in their own hospitals, both 
for injuries and burns. Several Wilmington children have been 
guests in their hospitals in the past several years. 

Will there be a thousand voters at the annual town meeting? It is 
doubtful but it is possible, too, Some might be attracted by the 
curiosity factor, and there are more than a few controversial 
artic! 

There is fun, for some, in attending town meetings. The 
moderator is supreme. His word is law. He can even overrule the 
town counsel. This happened once, about 30 or 35 years ago, and 
anyone who was at that meeting has never forgotten the gasp of 
surprise when Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell was overruled by 
Moderator Dave Elfman. 

There are two items of business which will probably be taken up 
before the annual meeting starts. 

There is a special town meeting, for the transfer of funds 
between departhhents, The fincom has approved. It ts 
non-controversial. 

‘There is also a special town meeting recessed, which is a horse 
ofa slightly different color. Article 9 of the special town meeting 
of Dec. 2, 1985 was recessed to April 26, at 1:30 p.m 

In both instances the moderator may take up the articles at a time 
of his choosing. The chances are that he will do so at or about 1:30 
pm 

Article 9, of the recessed special town meeting calls for taking 
by eminent domain the property behind the Roberts Estate on 
Burlington Avenue, The idea seems to be to stop the development 
of the property, which is owned by James DeCarolis of 

Tewksbury 

There are 56 lots on the plan, and the sewer program has been 
developed. To make a guess, the cost of taking by eminent domain 
will be over five millions, which of course would have to be paid. 

Article 5 

Article 5 in the warrant is where the business of the town 
meeting really starts - the voting of the budget. It will begin at 
about 2 p.m, and last, probably, until S or 5:30. 

Nearly every voter has received a copy of the warrant, in the 
mail, It will be noted that the finance committee (fincom) has 
made recommendations on the financial aspects of the warrant 

Last year the fincom chopped down some items in the school 
commitee budget. This year the school committce budget is 
unchanged. 

This year is the turn, it seems, for the town government to get 
chopped down. The fincom has chopped $500 here, and $500 
there, in the various town departments. This is to be found 
principally in the training funds 

In Wilmington, thanks to the town manager type of government, 
the various heads of the departments attend training sessions, 
from time to time. There many problems are discussed with 
similar officials of other towns. 

What's the cost? About $500. Presumably the fincom has a 
feeling that the town officials know it all, already. 

This paper feels it is an error to cut funds used for training. 

By and large, the reading of Article five is almost dreary. Now 
and then there will be a challenge, or a demand for an explanation. 

Readers of the budget will note that town officials are not to be 
classed underpaid.” But, in Wilmington, the department heads 
are paid a little below the average, statewide. 

To understand what is happening, examine, for instance, the 
account for the treasurer-collector, on page four. 

The first figure in the right hand column is $36,073. That is the 
salary of the treasurer-collector, and includes such things as 
longevity. 

Just below that is the figure $58,103. That is salaries for other 
persons (more than one) in the department. 

The third figure is $11,338. It is for expenses. Compared to the 
figure for last year it is apparant that the fincom has cut $500. 
That, is 40 be guessed, is for training expenses. 

The last figure, $14,000, is labeled tax title foreclosures. When 
someone forgets to pay the town taxes over the property -- the 
town forecloses.” Later the town will sell, or the owner can 
redeem the property by paying the overdue tax, plus interest, plus 
costs, 

It is very rare that the town loses money in such a transaction. 

Look at other items -- say, the permanent building committee. 
There is only $2500 for salaries. That money goes to a part time 
clerk or secretary. The members of the permanent building 
committee get no pay. 

Further on, the animal control officer gets "salaries." There is 
only one person, and she is a part time official. Her predecessor 
always sought to have the position made full time. Will this year 
be different? 

The school budget occupies two pages. The fincom made no cuts 
this year. Presumably everyone is happy. The budget calls for 
$10,828,307. 

On page 12 one finds that the sewer expenses have just about 
doubled. That is because of the increased charges by the MWRA. 
The Massachusetts Water Authority is trying to improve the 

* system, in and near Boston Harbor. 

Don't be afraid to ask questions, if needed. The work on the 
budget is good, but the voter is entitled to understand what is 
going on. 

Once the town meeting gets through the budget the articles are 
to be considered. This generally starts about 5:30 p.m. The 
moderator draws numbers out of a hat or bowl, to find out which 
article is next. 

This corrects a system the selectmen had for years, of putting a 
classification, to articles, so that certain ones always came first, 
and many other articles, at the end of the warrant, did not get 
considered. Call it "Random Choice,” or "Russian Roulette.” 

Now the last article on the warrant might just be the first to be 
considered, That seems to be fair to all. 

Article 11 

Article 11, in the warrant, seems to be the first article in which 
one can find controversy. It is for the establishment of a 
Wilmington Municipal Light Department, or something like that 
Those who read this paper last week should know what is being 
proposed. 

A year ago the town meeting voter $15,000, for a study. The 
story last week was the results of that study. Another $15,000 is in 


the budget for this year, to carry that study still further. 
Article 12 

This article asks for additional money, for high school 
construction and equipment. The idea is to put all the eggs in one 
basket. That makes payment more simple. 

There is a refund to come, from the state. It will amount to 60 or 
65 percent. In this instance the idea is to cut down the amount of 
red tape, by doing everything at one time. 

Article 14 

For a study of Silver Lake, $21,000 is being requested, to which 
the state will appropriate $50,000. North Reading's town meeting, 
last week, voted for a similar article for Manin's Pond. 

~ Article 15 

There may be more than meets the eye, in this article, which 
asks for $80,000 to purchase rai‘road land, beside the Wildcat 
Railroad and next to Salem Street. There is about six acres of good 
land and three acres of wetlands. Find out what it is dll about, 
before the vote. 

Article 19 

This article puts automobile dealers in the same classification as 
hamburg stands, in the zoning bylaw. The auto dealers will be in 
“high density business districts” which means that the parking will 
be more tightly controlled. 

Article 21 

This paper is not entranced with the idea of making the site of 
the former Walker School into a playground. 

The area is close to Church Street. Speeding autos can be and 
perhaps will constitute a danger to children. 

Back about 25 years ago, when the site for the police station was 
chosen, it was with the idea that eventually there could be a town 
hall beside it, on the school site. Make the area into a civic center 
was the idea, with the Rotary Park area as a playground 

Article 25 

The basis for this article is a misunderstanding of the facts of 
population, in Wilmington. This article proposes to rezone all 
vacant land in Wilmington info R60 (60,000 square feet) lots. 

It is quite evident that the proponents do not understand the 
problems. Those problems were, in pan, spelled out in a General 
Plan Report, back in 1957, which can be found in the town report 
of that year. 

It was a thorough study and it is still worthwhile reading. 

It estimated the 1980 population of Wilmington as being 
between 22,700 and 28,700, and said it would center around 
25,000. 

Actually the town has never gotten to 20,000, and is now losing 
population. 

Yes, there are families coming in, and buying homes on R60 
lots. But families of 25 years ago find that their children are 
moving to other towns because there is nothing but expensive land 
to be purthased 

Some families were smart, and purchased several acre lots, with 
the idea of providing land for their offspring. This article puts a 
spike into that idea. The parents are to be~punished for their 
foresight 

The General Plan Report was based on the belief that a lot of the 
property that is now called wetlands could be used for housing 
Today that is impossible. The state has changed things, by 
changing the laws. 

‘The sale of town owned land to the young families has been 
stopped, for three years. That, too is a pan of the problem, and it 
can be noted, one of the proponents of this article is said to own 
such a lot of land, where his home is. 

Unfortunately the proponents have been disseminating false 
“facts,” and, also illegal statements. 

They would have the voters believe that the town will bear the 
expenses in further real estate developments. That is not correct, 
and has not been, for years. All real estate developers in 
Wilmington pay for the roads, sidewalks, sewers, etc., etc. The 
town pays nothing. 53 

The proponents, or someone acting for them, distributed leaflets 
during the election last weekend. There was no signature, thus 
violating Chapter 56, Section 41 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. 

Their zeal is commendable. It could and should be devoted to a 
good cause, once they know what they are talking about 

Rezoning to R60 is not the best idea in the world, in more 
than one. 


Article 26 

There is currently a sort of a squabble, down on Hillside Way, 
about a proposed nursing home. This article proposes to answer 
which is something like the old Volstead Act - some people are 
likely to get drunk, so therefore, let us not sell alcoholic beverages 
to anyone! 

The proposal seeks to solve the problem of those who live near 
the proposed home, by declaring another prohibition, this time 
against nursing homes. 

There must be a better answer. Surely, the proponents have by 
this time received the message, and are looking for another site. 
Declaring an absolute prohibition, as this would, is being unfair to 
those who are growing older. 


Town manager plan needed 


Tewksbury’s selectmen and others, Tuesday evening debated 
for the first time the type government the town should have, if a 
town manager form of government is voted. Some in the 
audience seemed to blame the two men who were not re-elected 
recently for some of Tewksbury's present woes. 

Tewksbury's woes do not come from those who in recent 
years have been selectmen. The woes go back to the 1950s, when 
Tewksbury's government did not wake up to the fact that the 
world was changing. 

When Interstate Route 93 was being planned was the time that 
Tewksbury's officials should have acted. Its financial woes of 
today stem from those days, when large areas were set aside as 
industrial lands, but no roads were planned to serve those areas. 

In Wilmington, which had adopted a town manager plan, the 
then town manager, Joseph Courtney, and others organized to 
be certain that Interstate 93 did provide roadways to the 
industrially zoned parts of Wilmington. That organization has 
paid off, in good roads, good schools, good government. 

It isn't too late for a town manager form of government for 
Tewksbury, but there is much to be done before Tewksbury can 
get out of its financial hole.

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Dear Larz: 

This Saturday town residents will 
be asked to consider Article 26, an 
article that seeks to prohibit 
locating hospitals,nursing homes 
and community health centers in 
residential districts. The current 
zoning bylaw allows these types of 
facilities in residential districts by 
special permit. 

Since 1978, more than 85,000 
individuals have sought medical 
care at the Regional Health Center 
in Wilmington. On a daily basis we 
tfeat as many as 300 individuals. In 
ththe last nyo years alone, we have 
experienced a 30 percent increase 
in patient services to the extent that 
we recently completed substantial 
renovations within our existing 
building to provide expanded space 
for our pediatric; ophthamology; 
physical, occupational and speech 
therapy services. 

While we do not have any 
immediate plans to expand, our 
historical growth suggests that 
additional building space could be 
required in the future, and if that 
will be the case, we would like to 
have the flexibility to expand, If 
Article 26 is passed, it is 
conceivable that the Health Center's 
future expansion would not be 
possible. Likewise, our abilities to 
meet the ever increasing need for 
health care services could be 
jeopardized.

discussion gets hot

A discussion on discipline and the 
adoption of a new school policy for 
special education students led to a 
heated exchange among some 
members of the Wilmington School 
Committee at the last committee 
meeting. 

Shirley Callan challenged her 
fellow board members to see that 
the process in place to help 
teenagers in trouble be followed 
and made public so parents know 
it’s available. 

"If the process is not being 
followed, it's not worth the paper 
it’s written on,” said Callan, adding 
that getting help for students who 
need it is "one 

Part of the process is a parental 
request for a Pupil Study Team 
(PST) to discuss the student's 
problem, look at records and 
diagnostic information, suggest 
student program modifications, and 
monitor changes in the student's 
program for approximately four 
weeks. At the end of that time, 
students may be referred to Special 
Education Director Cleo Fredette 
for the more thorough Team 
Evaluation. The whole process may 


be requested if any number of 
conditions exist, including 
suspension, failure, absenteeism, 
and negative behavior. 

Though Superintendent Robert 
Horan explained that the number of 
referrals from parents is on the 
rise, Fredette said there is "a 
significant erosion” of referrals in 
some schools. He added he hopes to 
provide more information through 
special workshop he will conduct in 
the fall. 

Callan said that though special 
education students may be 
adequately covered by the PST, f 
regular students "it just doesn’t 
happen.” The school system, she 
went on, is failing the middle range 
student and the process is becoming 
“a farce.” 

Committeeman Bridget Zukas 
took exception to this statement 
saying parents are never refused if 
they request a PST and, though the 
process is far from perfect, it's not 
a farce. 

Phil Fenton suggested modifying 
the student handbooks to let parents 
know the PST is available simply 
by requesting it of the school 
principal.

The purpose of Article 25 on the warrant 
for the April town meeting is to see if the 
town will vote to amend the zoning map and 
the zoning bylaws of the Town of 
Wilmington to rezone to Residence 60 (R- 
60) any residentially zoned parcel of land 
that currently contains 60,000 or more 
square feet or do anything in relation 
thereto. 


Question: I own a half-acre parcel of 
land in North Wilmington. How will this 
article affect me? 

Answer: Not at all. Article 25 only 
affects parcels that are larger than 60,000 
square feet (one and one-half acres). 


Question: I own four adjacent 20,000 
square-foot parcels of land. Will Article 25 
affect me? 

Answer: No. The only parcels affected 
are those parcels that are presently 60,000 
square feet or larger on the Town 
Assessor's map. For instance, four distinct 
20,000 square-foot parcels of land will 
remain four distinct 20,000 square-foot 
parcels of land, and no zoning change will 


take effect. However, a single parcel of land 
that is larger than 60,000 square feet (such 
as a 12-acre parcel) that is not presently 
separated into smaller parcels will be 
affected by Article 25, The most of the 12 
acres can be divided into will be eight 
parcels consisting of 60,000 square feet. 


Question: I own two acres of land and 
five years from now I would like to build 
houses for my two children. How will this 
article affect my plans? 

Answer: The mechanism for rezoning a 
parcel of land is already in place. Rezoning 
can be accomplished at any one of the town 
meetings that are held during the year. 


Question: What do I as a resident of 
Wilmington have to gain from this article? 

Answer: A _ less densely developed 
Wilmington will benefit everyone in terms 
of water quality, educational facilities, 
traffic and open spaces. We are already

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Question: Won't larger parcels mean 
more expensive housing for future 
generations of Wilmington residents? 

Answer: No. ’For example, the April 
13th edition of the Boston Globe contains 
two ads for houses in Wilmington. One 
house is on 2.5 acres of land and it sells for 
$149,000; a comparable home on .75 acres 
is advertised for $179,000. Both of the 
houses are already priced far above the 
income level of people entering the housing 
market, and lot size does not appear to have 
a significant effect on price.

Article No. 29 of the upcoming 
Tewksbury town meeting concerns 
itself with the rezoning of a 79 acre 
parcel of town owned land. The 
purpose of the article is to rezone 
this property from Heavy Industry 
to General Residence and farm. 
The parcel is located on Poplar 
Street near the Wilmington-Tewks- 
bury Elks Lodge and contains five 
town wells, pumping station and 
numerous monitor wells. In 
addition, the primary use of the 
abutting developed property is 
single family residences.

For many years parents have 

saved for a child's education by 


putting money or other 
interest-bearing assets in the 
youngster’s name - permanently or 
for a short time - so that eamings 
were taxed at the child's lower rate. 
The custodial account was most 
popular; then the Clifford Trust 
was favored because it enabled the 
parent to regain ownership of the

These tax-shifting loopholes may 
be closed, or at least curtailed, 
when tax reform takes full effect 
They eliminate the tax advantages 
of custodial accounts set up for 
children under age 14 and of 
Clifford Trusts for children of any 
age. Beneficial tax statement will 
continue, however, if the money is 
given by anyone other than a parent 
(an uncle, for example.) Old 
Clifford Trusts are protected, but 
to keep new trusts from slipping 
under the wire, the tax writers 
promoted the idea of making the 
ban retroactive to September 25, 
1985.

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Messages from Woburn's wayside pulpits

There is a pulpit in Woburn 
which never stands empty. 

Like pheasant, its words 
come under glass —- and as for 
getting the message, in this 
particular instance, motorists 
may be likelier than 
pedestrians to go to Hell in a 
bucket seat. 

For it is a wayside pulpit, 
transmitting the briefest of 
sermons to passersby, in 
morning sun and afternoon 
shade, year-round, day in and 
night out. 

The wayside pulpits have 
inspired and encouraged 
millions world-wide — and even 
saved at least one life. 

Un sive messengers by 
street or sidewalk, in 
metropolitan, rural and 
suburban settings, they may be 
seen among the brick and 
concrete of large cities or on a 
patch of country lawn 

They have been as near as 
Wakefield, as distant as Japan 
and the Union of South Africa. 

Brainchildren of a Brighton 
minister, their pithy, thoughtful 
sayings ‘are supplied by the 
North American Unitarian 
Universalist Association 
(UUA), toa variety of churches

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of many different faiths. In 
their hey-day they appeared in 
an estimated 500 cities on four 
continents, 

They still reach about 125 
subscribing churches, 
synagogues and even a private 
home in Maine. Among their 
still-significant audience must 
be counted attentive residents 
of Woburn and surrounding 
communities. 

It was the wayside pulpit 
outside Woburn’s Unitarian 
Church at One Pleasant Street, 
in fact, which provided the 
curiosity and impetus for this 
story. And though it is situated 
at an intersection (Main, Winn 
and Pleasant streets) which is 
described by that church's 
Olive Woods Shaw as so 
hazardous she wonders how 
many motorists see the pulpit, 
the word does get out 

“One young woman was sO 
impressed with a message that 
she wanted to buy the poster it 
was printed on,” said Mrs 
Shaw, chairperson of the church 
for the past 14 years. 

A fourth-generation resident 
of her Woburn home, Mrs. Shaw 
indicated the wayside pulpits 
may quietly state the wisdom of 
ancient Chinese philosophers or 
the writings of current

theologians and writers. 

A gently humorous, former 
third-grade teacher at the 
Reeves School in Woburn's west 
end, Mrs. Shaw described 
herself as “79 and proud of it.”” 
She was uncertain as to where 
and how the wayside pulpits 
began, though she implied she 
remembers them from the 
mists of time past 
She was, however, able to 
supply a reference to Boston’s 
UUA headquarters. Bill 
Gagnon, managing editor of the 
UUA publication UU World, and 
current editor of the bi-weekly 
pulpit messages, soon provided 
a mine of information and 
enlightened wit on the topic of 
the wayside pulpits. 

Though the precise time of 
their origin is uncertain, the 
urbane and pleasant Gagnon 
said that in about 1919 the Rev. 
Henry Hallam Saunderson, a 
Unitarian minister in Brighton, 
had noticed that “bulletin 
boards outside churches were, 
in his words, ‘ineffectual, 
because they were either kept 
empty or held notices which had 
outlived their usefulness.’ 

Saunderson began putting a 
message each Sunday night on 
the bulletin board of his church, 
according to Gagnon, and 
immediately found that hun- 
dreds of people stopped to read 
it. “Then it occurred to me,” 
Saunderson said, ‘‘that the idea 
might have wider usefulness. 
One hundred preachers agreed 
to cooperate by erecting 
bulletin boards of the same size 
and proportion and by sharing 


. were 
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the expense of having the 


printed. 
“Thus was the Wayside Pulpit 
conceived and birthed,” ac- 
cording to UU World. 


Within five years of that in- 
ception, a 1924 newspaper story 
noted that Saunderson preached 
all day and all night, 365 days a 
year, kept his sermons short 
and his congregation standing ~ 
and passed no collection plate — 
all of which probably accounted 
for the phenomenal size of his 
flock: three million persons a 
week. 

Saunderson had, by then, 
compiled evidence which 
convinced him that his writings 
indeed reaching the 
enormous audience. 

“To get some idea of how 
many people were actually 
reading them,’’ Saunderson 
said, “we checked up by 
stationing men to “count 
pedestrians who stopped to 
read. The result was a pretty 
reliable estimate that the

Moving on: Another former 
Woburnite doing well for 
himself is Fred Cornetta, a thir- 
ty-eight year old musician who's 
come up with just the right 
blend of talent and high-tech 
Fred is currently’ one of only a 
handful of skilled musicians to 
incorporate new technology 
with classical music, his first 
love. I've heard his music, and 
you'd swear he had a full or. 
chestra behind him, yet he is ac 
tually performing as a solo act 
The trick is not with tape re 
corders, either. 

“Each keyboard and modular 
unit are linked together, con- 
trolled by a ‘brain’ called a se. 
quencer,"’ he explains. “The 
music is cued in and digitally 
processed. During a perfor 
mance, the sequencer responds 
to my commands on stage and 
‘kicks’ the keyboard into ac 
tion.”” 

The high-technology might 
lead the listener to believe that 
Fred isn’t actually playing the 
keyboard, but he insists this 
isn't the case. “Definitely not 
‘Think of each keybaord as a dif- 
ferent section of an orchestra 
with strings, horns and so on. I 

y one or two instruments 
‘live’ and control other ‘sec. 
tions’ through the sequences. 
You might say | am a conduc 
tor-performer.”” 

In spite of all this high-tech 
elegtronic ‘wizardry,’ nothing 


replaces traditional instru- 
ments. “It is what it is — elec- 
tronically-produced music per! 
formed on electronic instru; 
ments. Quite simply, listeners 
hear compositions composed by. 
eighteenth century masters 
played on twentieth century in, 
struments.’ 

No matter what the listener 
thinks when he hears Fred play 
his eletronic instruments, he 
assures us high-tech music is 
not a means of “taking a short 
cut,” “Music technology never 
ceased evolving since Neander- 
thal Man made drums out of 
sticks and logs. Even 
sophisticated music lovers are 
unaware that eighteenth cen- 
tury audiences did not hear the 
same sound from Mozart's 
harpsichord that they hear from 
a contemporary harpsichord. 

“Resonance from today's 
acoustic instruments is far su- 
perior. Same music, totally dif- 
ferent sound,” he concludes 

Fred's rule of thumb when 
seeking “gigs” is “Why hire the 
pianist when you can get the 
whole orchestra.” Sounds great 
to this columnist 

One final note: The situation

ing a high degree of stress 
which is in turn vented on their 
children. However, it is equally 
important to focus on ways that 
parents can prevent the family 
stress from reaching the level 
depicted in these commercials. 


To prevent child abuse, one 
needs to understand why it 
occurs. It is widely accepted 
that child abuse begins with 
parental stress, which is in turn 
taken out on the child 


a ‘child-proof home’ 


GENERAL 

Use a gate to block stairs or 
doorways. 

Keep wastebaskets off the 
floor and check the floor for 
small items that could choke a 
child. 

Never leave matches or ciga 
rette lighters within reach. 

Cap unused electrical outlets 
with protective plastic plugs or 
tape. 

Leave a night light on, so 
youngsters (and oldsters, too) 
don’t trip at night 

Use shelves or hanging pots to 
keep house plants out of the 
reach of young children 

Use extension cords sparingly 
and cut of reach of a child's tug: 
ging and exploring fingers

Therefore, prevention of child 
abuse must focus on ways to 
reduce parental stress before it 
reaches a crisis level. Many 
factors may contribute to 
parental stress including 
financial pressures, relation- 
ship or marital conflicts, and 
job-related stress. Any of these

When pressures build, a child is 
often the most available outlet 
for a parent's frustrations and 
anger. 

To prevent child abuse, it is 
important to realize that the 
child is not the cause of stress, 
rather the scapegoat of ‘stress. 
overload.” Therefore, one must 
take steps to lessen “the total 
amount of stress experienced. 
Fortunately, resources are 
available to support parents 
with specific problems. 

For example, when financial 
difficulties impact on child 
rearing, the Department of 
Social ‘Services can provide 
valuable support to ease the 
burden, such as homemaker 
assistance to help with house- 
hold tasks. Counseling and 
Support groups can often help 
parents feel more in control of 
their own life and less likely to 
take out their anger on their 
children, 

One significant way to lessen 
stress that parents experience 
is to provide them with stress 
outlets outside of the family. In 
today's society, a family is often 
an isolated unit and tensions 
and conflicts tend to intensify 
and rebound off family mem: 
bers. If individual family 
members can develop interests 
outside of the family they will 
have opportunities to channel 
their energy and hopefully feel 
less prone to act out their 
frustrations against each other. 
Parents should be encouraged 
to investigate activities in the 
community so that their lives do 
not revolve exclusively around 
the job and/or the home.

Civilization takes its toll 
on endangered species 


The Endangered Species Act, 
enacted in 1973, was a landmark 
bill when passed, providing the 
first real protection for 
America’s past and animal 
species. But 13 years after its 
enactment, how well are en. 
dangered and threatened 
species doing? 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service officially lists 392 
species as “endangered” or 
‘threatened in the United 
States. Here’s a look at just 10 of 
those species 


CALIFORNIA CONDOR — An 
estimated 26 survive, 21 in cap 
tivity and five in a Southern 
California canyon. Conserva 
tionists are fighting the federal 
government's plan to capture 
the wild condors and breed them 
in captivity, fearing the plan 
would open the condor’s moun 
tainous preserve to develop 
ment and erase the bird's last 
slim hope of surviving the wild 


DUSKY SEASIDE SPARROW 
~ Just two males are known to 
be living, both in a Florida 
breeding facility. Experiments 
conducted to ‘‘back-eross 


breed the males with females 
from a closely related sub- 
species have shown some suc- 
cess. A male and a female bird, 
progeny of the second back 
cross breeding, are considered 
88 percent pure dusky seaside 
sparrow. Breeding will continue 
this year. 


KAUAI 0'0 — Only a single 
adult male has been observed 
since 1981, but more may exist 
on the Hawaiian island of Kauai 


PUERTO RICAN PARROT 
An estimated 20 of the birds 
survive in the wild, living in a 
remote highland forest on the 
island 


WYOMING TOAD — A 1984 
survey found approximately 30 
males in a mile-square area of 
Albany County, Wyo. 

PERIDO KEY BEACH 
MOUSE — A single population 
of about 26 lives on an island off 
the Alabama-Florida border. 

RED WOL! Some 60 sur. 
vive in captivity in U.S. zoos, but 
none is known to exist in the 
wild. 

BLACK FOOTED FERRET 
~ An estimated 128 are living in 


the wild in one site in Meteetse, 
Wyo. Additionally, six are in 
captivity, brought in from the 
wild by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the Wyom:

GRIZZLY BEAR — Denizens 
of northwest Montana and 
Yellowstone National Park, an 
estimated 600-1,000 live in the 
wild in the lower 48 states. 
Listed as “threatened” by the 
federal government, these 
massive animals are dwindling 
as they confront habitat loss and 
man's encroachment on their 
territory.
